of more than 20 miles, shell- 
ed a mile-long British con- 
v6y in the Straits of Dover 
today — injecting a new 
sting in the Nazi-proclaim- 
ed air and sea blockade of Brit- 
ain. 


Small merchant ships 
in 
the 


convoy, escorted 
by 
warships 


were hugging the English 
cliffs 


•when a battery of four guns on 
the distant shore near Boulogne 
auddenly opened* fire. 


Other batteries of "big berthas" 


posted 
along the French Coast 


all the way from Boulogne to Ca- 
lias, took up the bombardment as 
the convoy steamed doggedly to- 
ward Us destination. 


At least 100 shells 


observers estimated, 
lasted SO minutes. 


Shells burst near the vessels, 
with the Nazi gunners apparently 
getting their range directions from 
a high flying observation 
plane, 


but most of the missiles fell into 
the sea. 


British warships laid down a 


smokescreen to aid the 
escape, 


and the convoy passed through the 
strait without an apparent casu- 
alty. 


Long-range German guns pre- 


viously have shelled English'coast 
towns, but today's episode

believed to be the first time they

BERN—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press) — Drama flows 
day and night through the Alpine 
stronghold of democracy which is 
now the last neutral state left in 
western continental Europe north 
of the Pyrenees and south of the 
Kattegat. 
It comes In the 35,000 letters per 


day which flow through the offices 
of the International 
Red Cross 


Prisoners' Bureau in Geneva. 
It comes in thousands of letters, 
telegrams and word-of-mouth mes- 
sages to Swiss and foreigners liv- 
ing in the neutral land. 
It reaches hitherto unimportant 
legations in Bern where wartime 
staffs have been swollen to nrnny 
times their peacetime strength and 
are still swamped with work. 
Trains bring it across the Swiss 


frontiers where some of Europe's 
crack expresses now pin their west-. 
ern terminus. 
It comes by air with special 
planes winging into the mountain- 
ous little state with men abroad 
who risk a forced landing In coun- 
tries where certain prison and per- 
haps worse await them. 
It crackles out in coded radio 
messages across oceans to conti- 
nents from which war-weary Eu- 
rope draws both strength and life. 
For Switzerland has become the 


communications center of Europe, 
the 
letterbox, 
telegraph 
office, 


roundhouse, airport and radio cen- 
ter through which millions seek to 
exchange news. 
Some of their messages are of 


world-wide Importance; some are 
only pathetic messages from a sin- 
gle human being seeking word from 
one other In the maelstrom of Eu- 
rope. 


U. S. Ambassador Bullitt tele- 
phoned the message that Paris 
would surrender to the American 
legation in Bern for forwarding to 
Berlin. That message affected mil- 
lions.

Millions of dollars contributed by 
Americans 
far 
from 
the 
war 
agonies sent long trainloads of 
food, medical supplies and clothing 
into the turmoil of refugee land 
from Switzerland. 
Swiss commercial radio stations 


h=.ve been working at capacity day 
and night ever since the battle of 
France first cut cables between 
England and France on the chan- 
nel. 


Swiss telephone operators, almost 
all of whom have a brimming pride 
In their organization, are quick to 
toll hopeful refugees who try to 
telephone their Invaded homes: 
"We're very sorry. We could put 


you through Immediately, but they 
(officials of the invaded or bel- 
ligerent territories) are taking only 
official calls."

Mildred 
school. For some time the well had 
been making about ten barrels of 
oil and 650 barrels of water and in 
an effort to cut operating costs a 
casing pump was installed replac- 
ing the old rods and tubing. With- 
in a short time a leak appeared in 
the casing and several barrels of 
oil lost before the flow could be 
stopped. 


The well has been reworked and 


the Woodbine sand cemented off 
and the new production is coming 
from an estimated 2000-2100 feet 
In the official test by railroad com- 
mission officials, the first twelve 
hours flowed fifteen barrels per 
hour, while the average dropped to 
nine barrels In the second period. 


It was pointed out the sand was 


encountered by some operators on 
a narrow streak in the field believ- 
ed to have been following a fault 
zone, but was passed up by most 
drillers when thti field was being 
developed as speed was essential in 
securing the larger Woodbine flow. 


It was indicated reworking of 


some other wells in the field might 
be attempted after a thorough test 
of the initial experiment but ho 
further development will be started 
until definite instructions are re- 
ceived from company officials.

A group of local business men have interested themselves in 


trying to work out a plan which will work to-the advantage of 
both local cotton pickers and the farmers of the county who need 
help. 


It is recognized that many farmers lose a lot of valuable 


time driving over the city trying to locate pickers from day to 
day. It is also recognized that many local people who want to 
pick cotton do not have ready transportation, or do not know 
just who needs pickers. 


As an experiment, in cooperation with the Corsicana office 


of the Texas State Employment Service, it has been decided^ to 
ask all persons who want to pick cotton to gather each morning 
at one of the two following places:

The Texas State Employment Service will have a represent- 


ative on hand at each place^ daily to help work out transporta- 
tion arrangements for any pickers who are not picked up by the.

the pickers and the farmers who need help, and an effort will 
be made to organize truck transportation in a way that any, 
group can move from one farm to another when they have fin- 
ished a field so that no time will be lost in picking. Everyone in- 
terested is asked to pass the word along and to cooperate fully in 
this experimental effort to render a better service to those need- 
ing help and for the prospective cotton pickers.

Bahle is a "state secre- 
tary" in the German foreign of- 
fice. Where 
the local 
branches 
dare not appear under their true 
colors, they take on fancy names

ika-Deutscher Volksbund." 


But everywhere,

members are Germans,

Germans or non-Germans,

By noticing that on the whole 


the German government has four

Here are trained, not only 
the military spies but the gestapo 
and party agents especially des- 
ignated for service abroad. 
Laborers Are Agents 


Members of the German labor 
front who go abroad to work have 
thu duty of reporting anything of 
interest they may see or learn in 
foreign ships, shops, factories or 
other places. Furthermore 
since

there exists in Hamburg an 
"international 
central 
office," 
where Germans and Italians work 
together against 
trade 
unions, 
particularly in democratic coun- 


and support any movtmut 
against organized labor. 
Particularly important, notably 


In countries like the third French 
republic, is the work of the press 
attaches in the German embassies 
and consulates. Not only do they 
see that the 1700 German lan- 
guage newspapers 
outside 
Ger- 
many (total circulation three mil- 
lion) are supplied with interest- 
ing material of all sorts at the 
price no other source can meet, 
but they also watch over 
Ger- 
man radio programs. Special at- 
tention is given to winning over 
possible Nazi friends on the local 
press and combatting or bringing 
Into disrepute 
newspapers 
and 
periodicals that oppose Hitler. 


The German gestapo of Heln- 
rlch Himmler, whose ruthless effi- 
ciency surpasses even the Russian 
OGPU, employs only about 6,000 
agents abroad. One of its special 
tasks Is watching over German 
refugee emigrants, but it does not 
scorn to cast an eye even on Nazis 
in good standing, some of whom 
have been known to speak slight- 
ingly of the fuehrer or to express 
a passing wish for greater per- 
sonal freedom. 
Therefore one or 
more agents can be found In ev- 
ery German consulate or embassy 
abroad. A good angler can man- 
age to locate others in the larger 
German commercial enterprise*, 
such as shipping or oil companies. 
Colonial Department 
In addition to the agencies al- 


ready mentioned, there exists a 
colonial political department head- 
ed by General Franz Rltter Von 
Epp, Hitler's special friend, which 
carries on a lively pro-Nazi prop- 
aganda in the former 
German 
colonies and among Germans in 
colonies of other countries. 


Although there Is some doubt, 
presumably It is the gestapo that 
picks out special agents for par- 
ticular jobs in countries that hap- 
pen at a particular moment to In- 
terest the Nazis 
most. 
Rumor 
speaks of a high class German 
technician who managed to find 
a relatively insignificant .lob in an 
American Broadcasting Company. 
Broadcasting plays a great role 
In German spy life. Not only the 
agents possess tiny senders with 
which they transmit information 
unfit for the public, but they re- 
ceive instructions carefully con- 
cealed In public broadcasts from 
the fatherland. One such typical 
broadcast was that called Kam- 
aradschaftsdienst supposedly 
In- 
tended for the soldiers at 
the 
front. 


Not Claimed Be Complete 


There is no claim that this de- 
scription of the German propa- 
ganda service Is complete. Con- 
ceivably there exist other 
«v«n 
more (interesting 
services. But 
this much should make It clear 
why Adolf Hitler has been so suc- 
cessful 
in 
utilizing 
Germans 
abroad and creating "fifth col- 
umns" among his enemies. Thanks 
to the pains taken and the money 
spent, Hitler has In nearly every 
country been able to do consider- 
able In breaking down the nation- 
al morale and enlisting traitors. 
One particularly good dodge Is, in 
most places the creation of two 
Nazi organizations, one of which 
acts In a strictly legal way. An- 
other (until it was found 
out) 
was the use of German servant 
girls. Dutch employers of a par- 
ticularly "lumm" 
German cook 


were surprised to hear her con- 
versing in the kitchen with a ner- 
fect stranger in 
fluent 
Oxford 
English. She was dismissed—and 
took with her the more Import- 
ant family papers. 
Germans ex- 
change students, carefully school- 
ed in espionage and propaganda 
collected no end of Information in 
Switzerland. Strength-through-joy 
tourists carefully mapped Poland 
for the reichswher. It must 
al- 
ways be remembered that no Ger- 
man receives police permission to 
leave the reich, regardless of the 
motives, until he or she promises 
to report everything seen 
and 
heard abroad. Each must declare 
his address to the nearest Nazi 
official and k^ep In touch with 
him so far as circumstances per- 
mit.

ROADSIDE CHANNELS ARE BEING 
SODDED BY SOIL CONSERVATION 
FORCES NAVARRO COUNTY WORK 


A number of roadside channels 
are being sodded by the local CCC 
Camp In Navarro County, adja- 
cent to farms co-operating with 
the soil conservation service, 
it 
was stated this week by camp of- 
ficials. 


The resectloning of roadsides is 


done by the local county commis- 
sioners and the Texas State High- 
way Department who are also co- 
operators with the Department of 
Agriculture In doing roadside pro- 
tective work. 


The work is done primarily for 


the control of erosion in road- 
side ditches, particularly, where 
terraces are to be emptied from 
edjacent cultivated 
fields. 
The 


problem of controlling erosion on 
highways Is important and 
diffi- 


cult and Is receiving more attcn- 


I 
tion 
in connection 
with 
farm 


planning for soil and water con- 
servation. These 
demonstrations 
are established 
by 
co-operative 


agreements between the soil con- 
servation service, the farm owner, 
and highway agencies concerned. 
Protective highway work is au- 
thorized only where roadside ditch 
is used for terrace outlets and 
where the road ditch is damag- 
ing land or property 
of such 
farms. 


Typical Example 


A typical example of a vege- 


tated roadside ditch ia well dem- 
onstrated adjacent to the 
Glen 


Boll farm 1 1-2 miles north of 
Barry on the county road to Barry 
and Cryer Creek. This channel 
has been excavated and was sodd- 
crt to hcrrimla grass In August, 


1938, 
reaching a complete cover 


by the summer of 1939. Last year 
Mr, Bell was ready to build his 
terraces and turn terrace water 
onto the sod. 
Run-off from ap- 


proximately 112 acres of terraced 
land drains Into the channel. The 
successful results have been ac- 
complished by placing chunks of 
sod in solid layers on the steeper 
ETade of channel and then the re- 
mainder band sodded. Mr. Bell is 
establishing a complete conserva- 
tion system on his farm. Besides 
terraces, he is using strip crops 
and contour cultivation to con- 
trol erosion on the cultivated por- 
tion of his farm. Where terraces 
empty into the channel, Mr. Bell 
plants a thick border strip 
of 


close rooted crop which provides 
space for turning with farm ma- 
chinery and eliminates the haz- 
ard of plowing into the channel, 
also, it any soil movement oc- 
curs, It Is immediately caught in 
the border strip. 
Other Jobs In Progress 


Several roadside protective jobs 


are now In progress in the vici- 
nity of Blooming Grove, adjoining 
the T. I. Goodwin and H. M. Car- 
roll famrs. which are under agree- 


ment with the 
Coraicana 
CCC 
Camp. 
This work is preferable 


during the summer 
months 
as 


heavy rains are not likely to come 
and wash out the loose dirt with 
the sod. Sod placed in channels 
at this time and properly watered 
may become 
established 
before 


any considerable amount of fun- 
off occurs. However, the type ot 
sodding depends largely on 
the 


slope and • the amount of water 
coming 
through 
these r o a d 


ditches. Where no outside water 
enters the road and terrace con- 
struction is delayed, channel sod- 
ding can bo economically done by 
plowing parallel to the flow 
of 


water and roots and chunks drop- 
ped in furrows at intervals. These 
should be covered lightly 
and 


watered immediately. Two 
good 


waterings are considered usually 
sufficient to start the bermuda 
growing. 


Terraces are often built before 


protection of outlets is provided 
in the roadside, in this case an 
immediate cover of some vegeta- 
tion is badly needed since run- 
off in an unprotected ditch will 
cause erosion within the ditch It- 
oplf. rmrt t>nch individual terrace 


outlet. One 
of three methods, 
either mulch, lolld 
sodding 
or 
strip and spot loddlng between 
strips is usually 
recommended. 


The spacing of bands or strips 
li determined by the steepness of 
slope. Soil '.ype plays an impor- 
tant part In establishing bermuda 
grass as the better soli will nat- 
urally speed up the growth and 
spread. Barn yard manure sprink- 
led over the scarified surface be- 
fore 
sodding 
will 
Insure 
tha 


chances for a rapid cover. 


Since • considerable time and la- 


bor has been Invested, It becomes 
necessary that roadside channels 
bo properly 
maintained 
If thoy 


are to remain permanent. 
The ' 


control of weeds and protection 
against the disturbance with roiid 
machinery should not be 
over- 


looked. Johnson grass and weeds 
should be mowed often In ordor 
to conserve the moisture and pro- 
vide sunlight for bermuda gra»3. 
The shading of 
bermuda 
will 


cause an upward rather than a 
lateral growth, producing a poor 
quality of sod, which Is not very 
desirable In resisting the croslva 
velocities.

The possible medical use of this 


is to reduce the size of thyroid 


glands where physicians find that 
course advisable. This course, the 
report points out, probably would 
be In some of the types of over- 
active thyroids known as hyper- 
thyroldism. 


This trouble results often in the 
type of person who is. always ap- 
parently rushed nearly to death by 
some Internal energy he cannot 
resist. Serious nervous and meta- 
bolic disorders may result,
